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MISSION DOLORES 


The Mission Dolores, second old- 
set building in San Francisco, has 
had a notably charmed life. Dur- 
ing the fire in 1906 the Mission was 
completely surrounded by flames, 
and was soundly shaken by the 
earthquake which preceded the fire. 
The parish beside the Mission 
crashed and was burned to the 
ground, but the Mission Dolores it- 
self remained unscathed through 
the crisis of tremors and flames. 

Founded in 1776 and established 
under Father Junipero Serra, the 
Mission. Dolores, named for the 
nearby “Lagtina de los Dolores,” 
(but originally named Mission San 
Francisco De Asissi) is the only re- 
maining monument of Spain’s form- 
er glory in San Francisco. 

Dolores street, upon which the 
old Mission stands, still retains 
an old world flavor and an air of 
repose and religious contemplation. 
Its beautiful grass parked streets 
lined with palm trees and acacia 
was in the early days merely a san- 
dy trail at the end of a journey 
from the Presidio, and the starting 
point of a road that led to the 
Missions at San Jose and Santa 
Clara. 

The Mission was the center of life 
in the days of Spanish and Mexi- 


' ean rule, and its surrounding streets 


bear the names of the people who 
settled within its borders—Valencia, 
Guerrero, Noe, Sanchez and Castro. 

The charm of the Dolores Mis- 
sion is not in its architecture or 
the interior of the chapel. Its charm 
is that of a vanished era and its 
mystery of historical association. 
Immediately upon entering through 
its heavy doors one feels linked to 
the past. There is a simplicity and 
meagre grandeur about the nar- 
row room which shuts one off from 
all the pretentious hurly burly of 
modern life and the cares that be- 
set us. One has but to close the door 
and the clatter and bang of busy 
traffic are engulfed in the solitude 
and meditation within. 

In 1853 a. Protestant annalist 
who visited the Mission said of it 
upon entering, “There is an awe and 
holiness about it which makes a 
visitor humbly kneel on the damp 
earthen floor and worship in sec- 
ret his own God...”

COZY FIRE PLACE’AT NAVY POINT 


Large Enrollment 
At Point Nursery 


It’s full speed ahead for the Can- 
dlestick Cove Nursery School, with 
one unit almost filled to capacity 
and new registrations pouring in 
daily. Both units at the nursery 
school which opened on January 
24th provide for the all day care of 
a total of sixty children. Mothers 
employed in any essential war in- 
dustry are eligible to enroll their 
children. 


The thirty children who are now 
enrolled have .adjusted themselves 
quickly to their new environment 


and routine, and are learning to do 
new things with amazing apti- 
tude. 


“Within the short time they have 
been here, the children have learn- 
ed to return their dishes after 
eating, to hang up their own wash 
cloths, and to put their plaything'’s 
back in the right place. Most of the 
children have never attended any 
kind of a nursery school before, 
and it is remarkable té see how 
quickly they adjust themselves to 
the routine. ’m very proud of all 
of them,” was the opinion of Mrs 
Nancy Montrose, head teacher, 
about the first crop of Hunter’s 
Point nursery school children. 


Half of the present group arrive 
at the nursery before eight o’- 
clock in the morning, and their day 
is started with a hot, appetizing 
breakfast, including fruit, cereal, 
toast and milk. Feeding routine 
consists of fruit juice and cod liver 
oil at 9:30 in the morning, a large, 
well - balanced. nourishing lunch 
from 11:30 to 12:00, and sandwiches 
and milk at 3:30 following the 
afternoon nap. 


“We plan our meals so that they 
inelude all the foods necessary for 
a child’s daily requirement in the

Three new fireplaces for dor-

were designed for the purpose of 
creating a homelike and cheerful 
atmosphere for the men and women 
who live in the dormitory units.

The beautiful large fireplaces, the 
brain children of Executive Direc- 
tor John W. Beard and Manager A. 
N. Lefevre, grew out of the latter’s 
visit to Wilmington Hall, where he 
was impressed by the spacious fire- 
place there, and spoke of it to Mr. 
Beard. That was some months ago, 


when it was just an idea to tuck 
away for the future, 


A few weeks ago Mr. Beard 
brough the idea to reality when he 
suggested to Lefevre at lunch at 
the Point cafeteria that a fireplace 
would add warmth to recreation 
halls at dormitory projects, Four 
days later two brick open-faced 
fireplaces at Navy Point and 
Harbor Slope were completed with 
the exception of andirons. Plans for 
a fireplace at South Gate are now 
under way. 


Credit for speed of construction 
and artistic workmanship of the 
fireplaces goes to John Drake, con- 
struction superintendent who con- 
tacted all masonry and carpentry 
workers, and gave the job his pers- 
onal supervision. He also laid out 
the design for the fireplace, which 
is of Norman architecture, after 
initial ideas and suggestions by Mr. 
LeFevre. 


The fireplaces are over four feet 
across the front, massive in type, 
with three kinds of brick used in 
construction. Lines are tapered at 
the sides, giving an interesting 
effect, with a hardwo0d mantle 
over the opening. Baffleboard ex- 
tends to ceiling, covering breast- 
work and chimney. 


Recreation directors Tom Feeney 
and Tom Laughran.are anticipat- 
ing a trip into the wilds for a haul 
of firewood, and any cold night now 
a fire may be merrily crackling in 
the new fireplaces, with visitors 
and residents enjoying a marsh- 
mallow toast or a popcorn fest 
beside its bright flames.

In the meantime, construction of © 


the commercial center at Ridge 
Point is progressing rapidly. All the 
buildings will be finished about the 
first of March, and present plans 
contemplate the big opening about 
the middle of March. 


The commercial center will in- 
clude a grocery store and meat 
market, a department store, beauty 
shop, pharmacy and laundry and 
dry cleaning agencies. There will 
be a fountain and lunch counter in 
the drug store. ra

The ceiling of the Mission was 
made by the Indians, and the prim- 
itive Indian designs painted with 
vegetable oils still remain. The roof 
also has its original timbers, made 
of rough hewn redwood, and lash=- - 
ed together with rawhide and pegs 
of manzanita. The worn earthen 
tiles on the floor have felt the 
tread of many feet of the faith- 
ful since the founding of the Mis- 
sion. : 
Sunlight streams through the nar- 
row panes of yellow glass in the . 
church, and through the mystic 
haze the five lovely statues over the 
altar seem strangely unreal. The 
statues, which have been softened 
by age to a mellow beauty, were 
brought up from Mexico in 1780 
and represent the Archangel Mich- 
ael, the Virgin, Santa Ana, Santa 
Clara, and San Jose. 

The hand-carved. altar railings 
were also brought from Mexico, and 
are covered with gold lacquer. 

In the main body of the church 
are the figures of those for whom 
the California Missions have been 
named—San Juan Capistrano, San 
Antonio, San Francisco Solano, San 
Luis Rey, and San Bonaventura. 
Scenes from the Last Supper are 
still visible against the side walls. 

Outside in the sunlit cemetery 
gardens of the Mission there is a 
profusion of jessamine, honeysuc- 
kle, heliotrope and roses. The pride 
of the Italian gardener who now 
tends the plants are the brilliant- 


gonias’ which grow abundantly 
along the walls and brighten up the 
winding pathways of the sanctu- 
ary. 5 
Interesting to visitors is the re- 
production of the Grotto of Lour- — 
des with the kneeling figure of Ber- 
nadette before the Lady in the 
niche."The grotto was built by one 
of the Mission fathers and is de- 
dicated to the forgotten dead. : 

Interesting, too, are the head- 
stones in the Mission cemetery, 
which bear the names of sOme of 
the pioneer families of San Fran- 
cisco, of every nationality. Arguello, 
Castro and Sanchez. Loler, Foley, 
Kelly, Noe, Murphy and McCarthy. 
And the name of Leidesdorff, young 
Dane who was the father of all the 
gardens in San Francisco, A cour- 
ageous San Francisco fireman, Tho- 
mas Murray ,also lies among those 
asleep in the old Mission. On his” 
monument the significant words, 
“He lost His life in the discharge 
of his duties as a fireman on the 
night of January 27th, 1855. He was 
‘only 26 years old. .. ” : 

As if in benediction, the sculptur- 
ed figure of Father Junipero Serra 
stands with outstretched hands 
over those who lie in the Mission. 
Although his remains are at the 
Carmel Mission, his spirit seems 
to rest upon the Dolores Mission 
cemetery, filling the air with a still- 
ness found in holy places. 

On. gala occasions the Mission was 
honored with a visit from Fr. Juni- 


pero Serra from Carmel, and dur- 
ing these times processions of chil- 
dren carrying the Christ image 
would march up to the altar in hon- 
or of his coming. 

Today in the Mission Dolores 
church which adjoins the old Mis- 
sion, children’s footsteps still pat- 
ter up to the altar to kneel and 
pray. Many are the children who 
have come to be blessed, and the 
purpose for which Father Junipero 
founded the Dolores Mission has 
not been in vain..For as long as 
children’s footsteps enter through 
the doors of the church, the true 
meaning of religion lives, 
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February 15, 1944

Stamps running a little low?

‘meaty flavor. With the eggs you 
might have a big kettle of 
ereamed potatoes and peas, and 
@ lettuce salad.

MORE WASHING 
IDEAS 

Washing overalls or coveralls at 
home? The first time you do new 
ones, starch them a little. There- 
after the grease and dirt will roll 
out more easily. Don’t try to wring 
them, just let them drip from the 
line or from a hanger in the shower 
bath. 

Washing out a few things in the 
sink? Then use your wire potato 
masher to push out the dirt. Just 
work it up and down in the hot 
soap suds and the clothes will come 
out fresh and clean without much 
serubbing.

For the creaming, use a can of 
condensed cream of mushroom 
soup. And don’t forget that fish 
calls for something .crispy, such 
as raw fried potatoes, and a 
green vegetable.

a salad’ is a good bet. Liver is 
low in point value; high in nu- 
trition, For cheese, get one of 
the two-point packages of. grat- 
ed cheese. 


Ever Make Gillicuddy? 

Cowboys have a favorite hustle- 
up dish that they call “Gillicuddy”. 
Here’s how they do it. Cut bacon 
or salt pork into inch squares and 
fry it slowly along with some thin- 
ly sliced onions. When the bacon is 
done and the onions transparent, 
add eggs and scramble them. When 
the eggs are almost cooked, add 
a can of cream-style corn. Sprin- 
kle generously with salt and pep- 
per and serve on hot buttered toast. 
Another cowboy special, called 
“Cowboy Tomatoes’, is made by 
seasoning cold canned tomatoes 
with zippy French dressing, or with 
salad oil, vinegar, salt and pepper.

Make rhubarb sauce. Takes only 
a few minutes, you know. Be gen- 
erous with the sugar. Mix up a 
batch of biscuit dough (you can 
use the dumpling recipe on a box 
of biscuit mix) and drop it by 
spoonsfuls into the boiling hot fruit. 
Cover kettle tightly, turn heat 
down to a fast simmer and do not 
remove lid for 20 minutes. Serve 
dumplings warm with top miilk,- 
slightly sugared and dashed with 
nutmeg. 


FOR EXTRA-GOOD 
TASTE 


No matter how much you plan or 
cook, you'll still stop and pick up 
ready-prepared food on days that 
you’re extra busy or overtired. 
There’s a lot that can be done to 
give those ready-prepared foods 
real home flavor. Take delicates- 
sén potato salad. Good though it is, 
it can be improved in nutrition and 
flavor by adding 2 or 3 chopped 
green onions, tops and all, or a few 
spoonsfuls of minced parsley, or 2 
or 38 chopped hard-boiled ~ eggs. 
Serve in lettuce-lined bowl. adding 
more salad dressing if the mix 
seems a bit dry. 

Then there are those dehydrated 
soups. Here again a fresh-chopped 
onion, a little minced parsley, a few 
spoonsful of grated cheese, or bits 
of leftover meat or vegetables add 
taste and nutritional goodness. 

Canned corn is always good, but 
it becomes gooder when seasoned 
with rich top milk or evaporated 
milk. Canned baked beans can al- 
ways stand bits of fried ham or 
bacon. Tuna can be stretched and 
bettered by adding chopped hard- 
cooked eggs.

‘| cost is sixty cents for a textbook. 


Each class meets for two hours 
once a week over a period of i2 
weeks; Red Cross certificates are 
issued for satisfactory completion 
of the course.
